Boys 
and girls who take part in the 
scouts, guides, sports and other 
activities are investing in train- 
ing in service for cthers and will 
grow up to help others. Dr. 
Fuqua asserted no one is happy 
if they give service only to them- 
selves. , 

Dr, Fuqua stressed to the boys 
and girls that they are making 
their investments now and these 
will pay when as men and 
women they will have a good 
foundation for happiness and 
good citizenship.
